Paris Next Stop. 

Eden’s next stop is Paris. 

In his whirlwind tour, Eden 
hopes to lay the groundwork for 
a conference in London to work 
out the new West European de- 
fense arrangement before the 
end of the year. At the confer- 
ence, the British hope to have 
the six signers of the rejected 
European Defense Community 
pact—France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Canada and Brit-

On Thursday Eden will make 
a report on his trip to a special 
meeting of the North Atlantic 
Council in Paris. A NATO 
spokesman said the session 
would be strictly private, with 
no information expected to be 
released on the proceedings. 
London officials said the new 
plan has a better chance of win- 
ning French approval than EDC 
because: 

1. The ties would be looser 
than under the old unified army 
plan. The Brussels treaty binds 
each member to go automati- 
cally to the aid of its partners 
in case of an attack, but each 
country is allowed its own na- 
tional army. 

2. Additional safeguards pro- 
posed by Britain would keep a 
lid on German rearmament. 
NATO would be empowered to

LONDON, Sept. 14 (UP)—The 
British Commonwealth nations 
announced today they are with- 
drawing two-thirds of their 
forces from Korea, following the 
example set by the United States. 
The War Office said the plan 
to trim Commonwealth strength 
in Korea from about 24,000 men 
to about 8000 was approved by 
the United States. The with- 
drawal is to be accomplished 
progressively over the next six 
months. 
The Commonwealth troops, or- 
as one division, include 
from Canada, New Zea- 
land and Australia. The units 
scheduled to remain in Korea sto 
will include one battalion, one 
frigate and two transport planes 
from Australia and one-third of 
the present Canadian brigade—

It means the 
transfer of American jet planes 
to Chinese Nationalist pilots, 
pilot training and instruction in 
the conduct of military opera- 

ons. 


It can mean more than this, 
for “logistics” is s word of flexi- 
ble meaning, but what it amounts 
to in this connection is that, for 
the time being, the United 
States is determined to help the 
Chinese Nationalists hold Que- 
moy with everything sMort of 
actual American military inter- 
vention. 

Possibility of Action. 
There remains the possibility 
that in case of a Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of the island the 
United States may consider it 
necessary to participate actively 
in its defense in furtherance of 


its determination to protect the 


Nationalist stronghold of For- 
mosa and the approaches to For- 
mosa. , 

The United States will meet 
this problem when d if it 
arises. Within the Administration 
there are those who advocate in- 
tervention and those who counsel 
non- intervention. No decision on 
this matter was taken at Sun- 
day’s extraordinary meeting of 
the National Security Council in 
Denver. 

As to what the future may 
hold, Secretary of. State John 
Foster Dulles was uncommuni- 
cative when he reached Wash- 
ington by air from Denver yes- 
terday. Reporters asked him if 
the United States plans to keep 
Communist China guessing as to 
what it will do.

Asked if the victory was un- 
pected, Muskie replied: 

I've traveled a lot all over 
the state. I felt that the distinct 
possibility existed, but I couldn't 
tell how deep it went.” 

Said his wife Jane: 

“I just couldn't believe Ed 
would win. But then I’m a pes- 
simist anyway,” 

Predicts Harmony. 

Reminded that he still would 
have to work with a Republican 
executive council and a Republi- 
can legislature, Muskie said: 

“In my experience in the 
Legislature, I have found all 
legislators, regardless of party, 
intereated in working together 
for our state. I am sure that I 
can get along with the members 
of the council and the legisla- 
ture on that basis.” 

The victory also represented 
a turn for the better in the per- 
sonal fortunes of Muskie. Only 
last year he suffered a fractured 
back while working on his new 
home. A stair railing gave way, 
plunging him from the attic to 
a lower floor. He was uncon- 
scious for several days and hos- 
pitalized for two months. 

Muskie and the former Jane 
Gray of Waterville were married 
in 1948. They have two children, 
Stephen, 5, and Ellen, 3. 

Muskie’s mother and father— 
the latter a retired tailor, live in 
the paper-mill town of Rumford, 
where the Governor-elect was 
born. 

Muskie was a Phi Beta Kappa 
at Bates college in Lewiston 


when he graduated in 19368. 


Three years later he got his law 
degree from Cornell. 

In World War II he served as 
a lieutenant aboard a destroyer 
in the Pacific.

Former United States Sena- 
tor Harry Cain of Washington, 
here to deliver the Republi- 
cans’ keynote address, said: 
“Actually, I believe we have 
done amazingly well in the brief 
period we have been in charge, 
world conditions being what 
they are.” 

‘Good Beginning.’ 
Cain, a member of the sub- 
versive activities control com- 
mittee, declared: “The job that 
the Republican Admoinistration 
has done since it took control 
is not perfection, but it is a 
good, sound beginning. Our 
critics underrate its accomplish- 
ments.” 
On the other hand, Gov. 
Clement asserted that the Re- 
publicans have “substituted lo- 
quacity for leadership, vague- 
ness for vision and political 
cowardice for moral courage.” 
He said: 
“We have observed them as 
they have sandtrapped the 
farmer, hooked the humble citi- 
zen of America, and sliced the 
profits of the small business 


Pu Issue. 
Touching on the matter of 
public power, he charged that 
the present Administration “has 
done absolutely nothing to guard 
against the power shortage we 
know to be inevitable.” He said 
that President Eisenhower, while 
campaigning for office, pledged 
that the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority would be operated and 
maintained at maximum: effi- 
ciency, but last year declared 
TVA was “creeping socialism.” 

“Upon the heels of this presi- 
dential procla comes the 
most shameful shocking ex- 
ample of favoritism in all the 
history of the public-private 
power controversy, the Dixon- 
Yates deal,” Clement said. 

“The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion was ordered—over its better 
judgment and ovef the protest 
of a majority of the commission 
and against TVA advice — to 
make a deal with a private util- 
ity combine to supply some 600,- 
000 kilowatts of electricity to 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

“This deal may well sound 
the death knell of public power 
in America.” 

The Republicans have spon- 
sored and passed tax cuts for 
business and industry, he said, 
and, although they promised a

balanced budget, the Administra- 


tion has operated at a deficit 
for the entire time it has been 
in office. 

The Democrats met in the 
Senate chamber, the Republicans 
in the hall of the House, across 
the rotunda from the Senate 
chamber. 

Cain said he would not discuss 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, de- 
claring that he “is in the hands 
of six of the most fair-minded 
men I know.” He added: What 
their decision will be I have no 
idea, but I am confident it will 
be a fair one.” 

No Grudge Toward Truman. 

The Republican keynoter re- 
ferred to attacks made on the 
national administration by for- 
mer President Harry S. Truman 
| who referred to it as “the 
“wrecking crew” and by Adlai 
Stevenson who called the ad- 
ministration. “government by 
postponement.” 

“I bear no grudge toward 
Truman,” Cain said. “I wish 
him success and good health, but 
not much else.” 

Discussing Communism, he 
stated: “The issue of Communist 
mastery of the world has been 
joined. The first thing we must 
do is to get our own house in 
order. That is the best hedge 
we have for security in the 
future. 

“The total objective of free- 
dom is to make ourselves healthy 
and strong, so that we will have 
at least a fifty-fifty chance of 
survival. So long as capitalism 
and Communism exist in the 
world there can be no peace.

In preced- 
ing primaries, without party 
designations and under Call- 
fornia’s unique system of cross- 
filing, most Republicans had 
been sweeping both nominations 
in the primary, an achievement 
tantamount to election. 

AFL Indorses Knight. 
Even Gov. Knight, who had 
expected to win both party 
nominations, is planning a vig- 
orous campaign in the next two 
months. Knight has never been 
elected. He fell heir to the gov- 
ernorship when Earl Warren be- 
came Chief Justice. His Demo- 
cratic opponent, Richard P. 
Graves, has started a free-swing- 
ing attack which he intends to 
accelerate swiftly in the next 
few weeks, and he has won the 
support of many rank-and-file 
members of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor despite the lat- 
ter’s official indorsement of 
Knight. Graves has the official 
backing of the Congress of In-

Help From Parents 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ARENTS sometimes suppose that their responsibilities 
P towara their children will end when the young people 

marry, but occasionally they discover that this is just 
when their responsibilities seem to become heaviest. 

Grandfather is called upon for financial or other help, 
grandmother for baby-sitting (even though perhaps not for 
advice!) and a hundred other services. All this can be 
overdone on either side, and it requires a good sense of 
balance to steer a middle course, 

Mrs. N. wants to do this but hasn’t yet got her bear- 
ings. “My daughter married last year, and she and her 
husband are having a struggle to get along,” she writes. 
“We really don’t know whether to offer help or not. We 
could afford to do a little something for them but don’t 
want to make them feel dependent, much less take offense. 
What do other parents do?” 

x * 

WHATEVER THEY CAN, and sometimes a good deal 
more than they really can, Mrs. N. Many parents, of course, 
have their hands more than full taking care of themselves, 
without aiding anyone else, but apparently it is becoming 
more and more customary for middle class families to help 
the youngsters, even after marriage. The old American 
pioneer tradition of independence often made the younger 
generation unwilling to take any help, but many of them 
are certainly changing in this attitude. 

Sociologist Marvin B. Sussman studied 97 middle- 
class families, apparently a rather well-to-do lot, around 
New Haven, Conn. They had, altogether, 195 married chil- 
dren living away from the parental home, and in 154 of 
these 195 cases the parents had established a pattern of 
giving moderate help, sometimes in cash, more often in 
service. Of course baby-sitting was the outstanding illus- 
tration, but they volunteered nursing in cases of illness, 
and took the children while the parents went off on vaca- 
tions by themselves. The grandparents often provided some 
vacation opportunities for the whole crowd, as by renting 
a cottage at some resort and inviting the younger genera- 
tions to share it with them.

IT’S ALL IN THE WAY you do it, of course. You 
wouldn’t select a dress for your married daughter and have 
it delivered to her. You might let her select one, for which 
you would pay. It is usually safer to give the cash, if you 
can afford it, and let the young people decide how they 
want to spend it, than to try to force your own taste on them. 

You can do a great deal, if you want to and are in a 
position to, by help at an opportune time as well as by 
money gifts. Don't tie any strings to your generosity. It's 
often safer, likewise, to sound out your daughter as to 
how her husband might feel about some idea of yours. 
But I don’t think you need to be too hesitant about help- 
ing out the younger generation, At today’s cost of living,

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Prize Herds of the Apache Indians 


Arizona's San Carlos Tribe Has Built 

Up Purebred Cattle Which Are Fat and 

Healthy Despite Drouth — Farsighted 
Tribal Program

' WHITERIVER, Ariz., Sept. 14. 
HILE the dry, tightening grip of a Southwestern drouth 
W. forcing many ranchers to ship or sell thousands of cattle 
these days, the prize herds of Arizona's San Carlos Apache 
Indians are fat, healthy, and worth more, than ever. 


So far this year, an estimated 
1,000,000 head of cattie owned 
by white ranchers has been 
moved to other states, or di- 
rectly to stockyards, from the 
arid ranges. Unrelenting drouth 
has dried up waterholes and 
burned grass to brown dust. 
Rainfall is the lowest recorded 
in 20 years. 

But on the 2000-square-mile 
San Carlos reservation ranges, 
30,000 head of high-breed Apache 
cattle are reported “in excellent 
condition.” Here, the grass is 
high and green, waterholes full— 
on a well-kept oasis surrounded 
by drouthlands. 

There are two big reasons for 
the prime condition of these 
multi - million - dollar Indian 
herds. One is frugal, farsighted 
range management. The other is 
a tight program of breeding and 
selling that has built the Apache 
cattle industry into prize-winning 
Hereford stock—according to ex- 
perts, some of the finest Indian 
cattle found in the nation. 

Actually, these tough, hard- 
riding Apache ranchers (whose 
forefathers not so long ago were 
taking scalps) are bettering the 
white man’s traditional cattle 
business. By using modern sci- 
ence, such as artificial insemi- 


nation, they're raising and sell- 


ing finer beef, commanding the 
highest prices. 

Ironically, the first of the San 
Carlos Apaches became cattle- 
men because they were con- 
quered by the Indian - fighting 
cavalry in the late 1880s. The 
tribe was hunted down, captured, 
then hustled off to the present 
reservation lands. Each Apache 
family was stripped of its bows 
and guns, then given a little 
food, and a few rawbone cows, 
and a simple serial number. 


The serial numbers, used to 
simplify identification of the In- 
dians because their tribal names 
were often unpronounceable to 
white men, have become the cat- 
tle brands used by modern 
Apaches. Each Indian's tribal 
clan was designated by a letter 
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STEVENS, WHOSE SOLDIER- 
GRANDFATHER MARRIED AN 
APACHE GIRL AND SETTLED 
DOWN TO RANCHING, 
WATCHES THE AUCTION WITH 
A YOUNG we cow- 


of the alphabet, his family in 
that clan by a number. 

they were moved to 
their reservation lands, some of 
the San Carlos Apaches decided 
to try to raise their skinny cows, 
rather than eat them. Apache 
“R-14” is credited with the idea. 
He branded his cows with his 
serial number, grazed them care- 
fully and slowly built up a fat 
herd. 

His vision paid off. “R-14,” 
and later his sons, ran the orig- 
inal few animals into 7000 head 
of top-quality beef by 1937. And 
this was only a part of the pro- 
gressing Apache cattle business. 
Today, more than 700 of these 
Indians own herds. Nearly 1000 
family brands have been re- 
corded, and the finest bloodlines 
in all Herefordom dominate this 
tribal industry. ‘ 

“We have come a long way— 
from a bunch of thin, mixed- 
breed cattle to a big herd of the 
best,” says Henry Zaya, a typical 
San Carlos rancher. Zaya, who 
is past the age of 60, but rides 
the reservation range for his

broadly. “We believe in pro- 
gressing.”

T WAS progress against hard- 
| ships. Before the Indians re- 

claimed their lush grazing 
lands, white ranchers were leas- 
ing them and running more than 
100,000 cattle on the reserva- 
tion. Today, the far - seeing 
Apache grazing program permits 
only 30,000 animals on the same 
ranges. Cattle are rotated from 
pasture to pasture, land is re- 
seeded or allowed to recover, 
erosion dams are built to hold 
the hillside soil. 

Biggest single advancement in 
the San Carlos herds has been 
the introduction of purebred 
bulls. Each year, some 300 year- 
ling bulls are turned out on In- 
dian ranges. They come from 
the Apaches’ own registered 
herd, and from other champion 
stock bought at auction from 


the West’s famous Hereford 
ranches, 

Six or seven cattle auctions 
are held each year at the Apache 
shipping station of Calva, Ariz. 
While buyers from America’s 
biggest beef markets straddle 
log corrals and enjoy a barbe- 
cue lunch, fullblooded Apache 
auctioneer Gunter Prude calls 
the bids. More than $1,000,000 
goes into the tribal treasury from 
these sales. 

The Apache cattle business is 
a true co-operative, adminis- 
tered by the tribal council. The 
stock is owned by the tribe as 
a whole now, but “wrangled” or 
raised by individual families. All 
income goes to a general San 
Carlos cattle fund, then is ap- 
portioned annually by the coun- 
cil. When the yearly “cattle 
budget” has been filled, remain- 
ing money is distributed to the 
Indian ranchers according to the 
size of their herds. 

The annual Apache cattle bud- 
get includes basic items, such as 
range improvements, purchase of 
more purebred stock, and emer-
